Mr*  Chairman,  Ladies  and  G-entlemen, 

The  figures  for  1972  again  show  that  the  Isle  of  Axholme  is 
basically  a healthy  place,  with  a death  rate  below  national  average,  and 
low  rates  of  the  notifiable  infectious  diseases.  Deaths  from  cerebrovascular 
disease  increased  from  26  to  33 > though  the  total  number  of  deaths  from 
vascular  disorders  including  "heart  attacks"  fell  from  88  to  68,  Ten  people 
died  of  lung  cancer  compared  with  six  the  previous  year.  This  is  in  keeping 
with  the  national  trend.  As  you  know  this  is  largely  a self  inflicted  disease 
predominantly  due  to  cigarette  smoking.  There  were  four  deaths  from  motor 
vehicle  accidents  as  in  the  previous  year.  One  of  these  was  a young  child. 

The  construction  of  new  sewerage  systems  and  extensions  of  existing 
ones  has  progressed  satisfactorily.  In  a low-lying  district  such  as  this, 
drainage  must  depend  on  the  use  of  electric  pumps,  and  these  are  of  course 
vulnerable  to  power  cuts.  Stand-by  generators  have  been  installed  at  eight 
points,  where  pump  failure  could  lead  to  surcharge  and  flooding  of  premises 
with  sewage.  This  is  an  expensive  but  valuable  precaution. 

There  is  still  some  way  to  go  before  the  whole  district  is  sewered, 
and  it  is  important  that  the  momentum  should  be  maintained.  There  will  always 
be  a few  properties  so  isolated  and  remote  from  villages  that  they  cannot 
economically  be  included,  and  your  policy  of  taking  account  of  accessibility 
to  mains  services  when  considering  proposals  to  repair  or  modernise  such 
property  is  undoubtedly  wise. 

G-ocd  progress  has  also  been  maintained  in  housing,  with  118  new 
houses  built  and  141  standard  and  improvement  grants  given,  plus  41  unfit 
houses  demolished  in  pursuance  of  slum  clearance  orders.  It  is  important 
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that  derelict  old  property  should  be  demolished  even  if  it  is  out  of  sight 
in  a remote  country  area,  as  it  can  be  a shelter  for  vermin,  and  become  un- 
stable and  dangerous  to  adventurous  children. 

The  large  number  of  applications  for  improvement  grants  is  welcomed. 
At  the  time  of  writing  it  is  probably  too  late  for  new  applicants  to  obtain 
the  75$  grant,  since  work  must  be  completed  by  June,  1974  to  obtain  this. 
However,  a 50$  grant  will  be  payable  and  house  improvement  will  still  be  worth 
while  as  an  investment  both  in  property  and  in  good  health. 


Standards  of  food  hygiene  in  catering  premises  continues  to  be  satis- 
factory, with  certain  exceptions.  It  was  necessary  to  prosecute  a proprietor 
in  one  case.  There  were  again  complaints  during  the  summer  about  dumping  of 
vegetables  on  land  in  Crowle,  giving  rise  to  nuisance  from  offensive  smell 
and  flies.  This  nuisance  only  lasts  for  a few  weeks  each  year,  but  is  unfair 
to  the  local  residents,  and  it  may  be  necessary  to  take  action  under  the 
Recurrent  Nuisance  Act  if  it  happens  again. 


Reference  was  made  in  last  year's  report  to  the  inadequacy  of 
public  transport  in  rural  areas  generally,  and  the  introduction  of  a social 
car  service  is  to  be  welcomed.  This  is  run  by  the  Women's  Royal  Voluntary 
Service  with  financial  help  from  the  County  Council,  and  it  should  now  be 
less  difficult  for  isolated  people  to  make  visits  to  their  doctor,  chemist, 
dentist  or  optician,  and  perhaps,  in  addition,  journeys  of  a more  social 
nature.  The  ambulance  service  of  course  provides  transport  of  patients  to 
hospital  where  necessary,  and  this  now  includes  visits  to  family  planning 
clinics,  and  to  hospital  day  centres. 


We  welcomed  Mr.  H.  Shepherd  to  the  Department  on  1st  March  1972, 
and  he  is  ably  assisting  Mr.  Robinson  in  the  inspection  of  the  District.  The 
figures  in  this  report  indicate  the  wide  scope  and  extent  of  the  work  they 
have  undertaken  during  the  year.  They  have  managed  to  maintain  your  services 
well,  despite  the  pressure  of  house  improvement  work  which  has  absorbed  so 
much  of  their  time.

Bacteriological  Examination  of  Water 


521  samples  of  water  from  Finningley  and  Hatfield  Boreholes 
were  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination,  all  were  satisfactory. 

In  addition  75  samples  of  water  were  taken  from  service 
storage.  The  single  unsatisfactory  sample  was  due  to  roof  seepage  and 
the  fault  was  immediately  rectified. 

100  samples  of  water  were  taken  from  premises  in  various 
parts  of  the  district  and  only  two  of  these  were  unsatisfactory.

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GENERAL  INFORMATION 


The  Isle  of  Axholme  is  a strip  of  51 ,104  acres  of  land  on  the  west 
"bank  of  the  river  Trent,  extending  from  a point  just  south  of  the  confluence 
of  the  Ouse  and  Trent  to  the  Nottinghamshire  border.  It  lies  in  the  flood 
plain  of  the  river  and  much  of  the  land  is  reclaimed  marshland.  It  is  divided 
into  13  parishes.  Although  the  eoonomy  of  the  area  is  based  predominantly  on 
agriculture  there  are  a number  of  small  industries  in  the  district,  and  at 
Keadby  where  a large  pumping  station  lifts  water  draining  a large  part  of  the 
distriot  up  to  the  Trent  there  is  a Central  Electricity  Generating  Board  Power 
Station  and  a wharf  where  coasters  load  and  unload. 

The  main  villages  are  of  considerable  antiquity.  They  were  built 
on  hummocks  of  higher  land  before  the  lower  parts  were  drained,  and  their 
distribution  was  therefore  determined  by  such  features. 

The  population  of  the  area  is  14,860  and  the  rateable  value  £477,961 
giving  a penny  rate  product  of  £4,518. 

Primary  medical  care  is  given  by  the  General  Medical  Practitioners 
under  contract  to  the  Lincolnshire  Executive  County  Council  in  Belton,  Crowle, 
Epworth,  Haxey  and  Keadby.  General  Hospital  facilities  are  provided  by  the 
Sheffield  Regional  Hospital  Board  at  Scunthorpe  and  at  Doncaster,  but  the 
Psychiatric  Hospital  beds  for  the  area  are  provided  near  Lincoln. 

Personal  Sooial  Services  provided  by  the  Social  Services  Department 
of  Lindsey  County  Council  are  administered  from  the  Gainsborough  Area  Office, 
but  a sub-office  is  provided  at  Epworth.
